NEW YORK, Feb. .1.—Possibility that 


John Bell, the street car conductor, 


was not, after all, the murderer of Dr. 
Charles Wilmot Townsend, .the Staten 
| ¥eland physician who was shot to death 
in his home on Saturday last, is en- 
tertained by District Attorney John J. 


Kenny, who advanced the remarkable 


theory that the suspected man might be 
innocent, but- that vanity growing out 
of a disordered mind impelled him to 
pose as Townsend's slayer. 

Inspector Schmittberger still insists 
that he is willing to stake his reputa- 
tion as a policeman that Bell was the 
criminal, but if it is significant that 
On Schmittberger’s orders three. de- 
tectives were set on the trail of an- 
other suspect. Further than this, it 
was said by the District Attorney that 
another arrest was expected by him 
within twenty-four hours. 

The: more the Townsend mystery Is 
investigated the more compliéated it 
betomes. Kenny himself contfess.d that 
he. was puzzled by all the ‘tangled 
threads. He said that he would not be 
surprised at any development, not even 
the finding of absolute proof of Bell's 
innocence. His misgivings were shared 
by Coroner Cahill, who said that it 
looked as if the mystery Wi is far from 
a solution, 

Two annonymous communications 
first shook’ Kenny and the Coroner in 
-their confidence that they had the 
guilty man in Bell... One was a ‘postal 
card, the other a.letter. The texts of 
bith messages were jealously guarded 
frpm the public, only one sentence in 
the postal card being given out. This 
sentence was as llows: - 

“You've got the ‘Wwrong man.” 

Kenny flatly refused to reveal more 
than this blunt assertion. 

“Take the confession said to have been 
made by the prisoner to Howard Bell, 
his half-brother, and related by Howard 
to the police,”” said Kenny. ““‘Why, the 
statement made by Howard Bellis as 
“dramatic as a play : 

“It is possessed -of incidents, to my 
mind, exactly like those that would sug- 
gest themselves to a disordered imagi- 
nation. From all I have been able to 
find out, Bell ordinarily was a man of 
slow imagination. Yet here he is sud- 
denly transformed- into a romancer of 
the equal of.a Hugo or a Poe. Or, 
agaifi, is he romancing? The question 
as it -stands just now is. distracting. 

Possibilities of Novelist. 

“Certainly if Bell is sane and did 
this murder_in the way he alleged in 
the confession, he missed his voc ation. 
Instead of being a street ca¥ conductor 
he’ should have been a novelist or a 
dramatist. For, mark you, it is said 
he epent an hour in Townsend's bed- 
room, counting the minutes one by one 
until one: year to a moment had elapsed 
since his wife’s death, and then in that 
- instant he fired the fatal shot. The sit- 


uation almost stuns one in its dramatic | 


' possibility. If Bell was sane, why did 
it take a year for his brain to work? 
Jf he was insane, why was he so exact 


about time. Irrespective of how these 


questions are answered, to me _ Bell, 
wane or insane, offers a truly remark- 


able study. It is remarkable . if he! 


killed Townsend in this way: it is even 
more remarkable if he did not kill him, 
and then invented this wonderful tale 
_With {its illuminating details. 

“T am free to sav that Iam as much 
prepared to hear of Bell's innocence as 
to receive positive proof of his guilt.

I would kill the man or just wound 
him. .-Then it flitted -across mv mind 
not to shoot at all.

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MISSOURI TEACHERS IN TROUBLE, 

In 1905 the Missouri State Teachers’ Association 
appointed a committee to investigate and report on 
the subject of taxation in this State, with the view 
of taking steps to improve the system and increase 





the revenue for school purposes, so that every child 
in the State would have an opportunity fora High 
School education. 

In its report, just issued, the committee shows 
that it has been zealous and industrious, but can- 
didly confesses that the subject is too difficult for it. 
To quote: “The committee has felt: from the very 
beginning that the problem is too hard for it, is, im 
fact, beyond it. 
economists and statesmen, rather than for school 
men.” 

The report shows how taxes are raised in Missouri 
and what revenue they produce. It also shows, from 
the records, how unjust and unequal is the assess- 
ment and how various classes of property escape 
axation. | 

It is in this section of the report that the com- 
mittee manifests lamentable weakness. It shows 
that the committee has paid full attention to the 
various kinds of property owned by the average cit- 
izen, but has discovered little or nothing in regard 
to that new kind of property, of enormous value, 
known as FRANCHISES, 

Here is where the shoe pinches. ‘The cor ittee 
says: “It required but little investigationf/to con- 
vince your committee that the problem (Do the 
great public service corporations pay a fair share of 
tax?) is too difficult for it, and that it is, in fact, 
entirely beyond it.” 

And yet the Chicago school teachers did not find 
this problem too difficult. On the contrary, they 
boldly attacked it, and through | 
brought a suit which went to the Supreme Court of 
the State, which ordered\the State Board to imme- 
diately assess the capitai stock and franchises of the 
twenty corporations mentioyed in the school teach-’ 
ers’ petition at a fair cash valuation. This made an 
increase of about $2,000,000 in the annual revenue of 
Cook County, of which the s¢hools receive nearly 






$1,000,000 per annum.

But in regard to the taxation of franchises in Mis- 
sourl, the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly published 
the fact that they do not and never have paid any- 
thing like a just rate of taxation. In August, last, 
the Post-Dispatch showed that the State Board of 
Equalization, in its attempt at equalizing the taxes, 
had been as poor in performance as it had been rich 
in promise. It had made an increase in assessment 
of $10,000,000 on all the publie service corporations 
of*the State, in spite of the fact that during the vear 
one company ‘alone—the St. Louis Terminal Assoecia- 
tion—had made an issue of bends amounting to $50,- 
000,000. The assessment increase was entirely inad- 
equate and unjust, 

If the Missouri teachers really desire to bring 
about a condition “inder which all the children of 
the State will have an opportunity to acquire a 
high school education, here is the opportunity. Use 
your influence to compel the’ just assessment and 
taxation of the franchise holding corporations. This 
would bring into. the State Treasuty a fund amply 
sufficient for all purposes. It would be an act, of 
public justice.

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MISSOURI AND THE GROUNDHOG,
